Orthie Reader , the Au 
: thourbeing curious togiue 
* you to ynderſtand a matter 
& prodigious and. feacrfull,. 
which is altogeather. wor- 
a} thic of memorie:, and re» 
I marked of many men of: 
| __ _ qualiticas well Sriemalias 
temporall ſecing an accidentto happen-:in:rhe : 
beſt peece ofthe famous Citic of Par#., being a: 
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lace where true and vpright juſtice ought 
without delay to be done, named the Palace of 
the Kinges of France and the moſt renowned in 
the world by Reaſon ofa Chappell named the 
Holie, the which Almightie God hath preſer- 
ued from the gulte of an horrible & vnquench- 
able fier, which deſcended from Heauen,about 
midnight.in the forme and faſhion ofa terrible 
great flaming ſtarre, being for the bignes one 
cubite inlength and of one toote in breadth,the 
which conſuming fier did burne and waſte the 
full ſpaceofa day andana halfe within the great 
Hall of the Palace of Paris, without being able 
/ to be ſtaied or quenched by any meanes, as 
ſhewinge that this fier would demonſtrate the 
Iuſtice of God and the anger and wrath ofthe 
moſte holie Tr7n7tze declaring vnto ſinners that 
they ſhould be conuerted and haue God alyai-. 
as before their eyes without muſing and troub- 
lingethemfelues in heaping vp worldly goods 
and tranfitorie riches, and leauing the meanes 
to come tothe kingdome of God vnſought for. 
In ſuch ſort began the fier the ſeuenth gay of * 
March, about an hower afver midnight:that 
with the force thereof it burned.and:conſumed 
all theauncient Antiquities and-Records of this 
Realmeof France hauing made in one nighta 
greater dejuge and deſtruction, then a hundred 
men areableto reſtore and'/build vp'in aytare. 
It is almoſt impoſſible for any man to haue e- 
| uer * 
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er ſcenea fire ſo- vehement and cruel{ as that 
was. For twenty thouſand perions could not 
with all their forces, norby the force of water 
quench the great fury of theſe mercileſle flames. 
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Firſt the Chappell where they did vſc to cele: 


btate the Maſfe within the great Hall of the Pal- - 


lace was vtterly conſumed,as likewiſe the Kings 


Effizies & Statues which were ſet of carned ſte , 


yerealſo vtterly conſumed. The Valte or -Arch 


of the great Hall did flame in that miner as if the - 
ſtone thereof had bin of ſulpher or brimſtone, . 
all the ſhoppes of tradeſmen aſwell at the entric 
as within the Hall were wholie-burntand con- - 
ſumed, in ſuch manner that the loſſe cauſed by | 


this fter is the occaſion of the vtter ouerthrowe 


and vndoing of many poore tradeſmen who 
hadalltheir meanes, and: goodes-within their - 


ſhoppes 
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thoppes. Afterwards this fier caſt it ſelfe ypon 
the backward parts on the ſide towards the Ri- 
uer, and began to get in to the priſon of the 
Conſergerie & ſhewed its force in greate flames, 
by reaſon of the winde, as alſo inregardof the 
greatedrynes ofthe woode,which was anciently 
ſcruing to the ſaide Priſon, ſoas that from four 
ofthe Clocke in the morning vntill eight of the 
Clocke,a man might ſee this fier flame a league 
off round about Paris , which continued conſu. 
ming more then twenty howers: during which 
time the forces of thouſands of people could not 
quench it neither by water , norbyany Arteor 
induſtry , nor could the labour of the poore Pri- 
ſoners doe any good , who did indure very 
much paine aud toyle by occaſion of thefury of 
this fire. So asall the beſt part of the Pallace 
was burn, except the Gallery of the Priſoners, 
which was ſaued aſwell by the tradeſmen which 
had etereſt therein,as 4 by thoſe which came 
to helpe and ſuccour them : foe as at the laſt, 
there was ſuch good order taken, that by little 
and little they found the meanes to extinguiſh 
and ftope the hier after an infinite loſle, and very 
_.sreat trauecll and paines of more then two thou- 
fand perſons which laboured therein, 
But God hath preſerued the Chappell called 
_- the Holyſhewingto his people that he defires 
to be honored and glorified, - , © 
 Wemay well know that this ficr fignifieth 
unto

vnto vsabeginning ofthe wrath of God and that. 
he isangry againſt vs,for this fier puts vS in mind 
of the ende of the world, and ſhould ſtirre vs vp 
to the firme beliefe which we ought to haue in 
theſpirituall merrcy of God, and to hold our 
ſelues alwayes ready to fight againſt theenimie 
of our ſoules, and to embrace the true God and 
$auiour. And namely in this holic time of Lent 
we ought to nou our ſelues vnto God and 
to demande pardonand mercy of him for all our 

fines, that: thereby we may come to the 

hirerage which he hath purchaſed by. 

his death and paſhon, beſeeching - 
him to baue.pitty vpon vs, and }. 
. to preſerue vs henceforth 

from ſych accidents. - *
